1. JAPANESE EMBOFF OCTOBER 21 INFORMED US OF CONVERSATION 
PREVIOUS DAY BETWEEN JAPANESE CHARGE AND NEPALESE JOINT 
SECRETARY FOREIGN AFFAIRS UDDEV DEO BHATT. BHATT TOLD 
JAPANESE THAT DECISION HAD BEEN TAKEN AND INSTRUCTIONS 
SENT TO NEW YORK TO VOTE AGAINST FREINDLY RESOLUTION. 

BHATT SAID THAT DECISION HAD BEEN TAKEN AFTER "SERIOUS 
STUDY" BUT THAT IT HAD BEEN IMPOSSIBLE FOR NEPAL TO 
CHANGE POSITION FROM LAST YEAR. WHILE LESS EXPLICIT, IN 
SUBSEQUENT INFORMAL CONVERSATION WITH CHARGE, 

BHATT INDICATED THAT GON WOULD PROBABLY NOT BE ABLE TO 
SUPPORT GKR. 

2. COMMENT: WHILE MANY PROFESSIONALS IN MFA, PERHAPS 
INCLUDING FORNMIN KARKI, WOULD HAVE PREFERRED TO SEE NEPAL 
ABSTAIN, INSTRUCTIONS PROBABLY DIRECTED BY PALACE WHO 
FEEL THAT COMMITMENT WAS MADE TO SIHANOUK DURING KING'S 
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VISIT TO PEKING LAST YEAR. 
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
